Edmonton Expands 


Proposals from Town Planner Noel 
Dant to include within the city limits five 
additional square miles now in the Strath- 
cona municipal district may sound strange 
to those who can remember when Edmon- 
ton’s area was grossly disproportionate to 
its population, ; 

ot much more than 15 years age, it 
was a matter of comment that Edmonton’s 
population rattled around jn its area like a 
single pea in a pod, 

Thus it is a striking commentary on 
this city’s growth that new acreage must 
be brought inta the civic picture to ade- 
quately accommodate the pressure of 
population. 

Mr. Dant’s figures are unanswerable. 

Town planning formulas indicate that 
Edmonton will have an ultimate popula- 
tion of 300,000 people within 10 to 15 
years. ; ‘ 

To accommodate a city of 300,000 


people, with all its functions and activities, 
an area of approximately 60 square miles 
is required, 

Edmonton's 
miles, P 
Clearly somé 18 squaré miles must be 
added to this area by 1965 when the city 
is expected to shelter 300,000 people, - 

Mr. Dant settles for 10 square miles 
and his proposal with regard to territory 
in the Strathcona district will bring in. the

Specifically, he asks that negotiations 
be commenced to obtain the five-square- 
mile area bounded on the west by the city 
limits, on the north by the river, on the 
east and south by the CPR line and on the

Commissioners and Purchasing Agency | 


Now that a special committee of alder- 
men has uncovered evidence of ineffective- 
ness in operation of the city’s central pure 
chasing agency, the next move is up to 
commissioners, 

First item in the committee’s report, 
which followed several months of investi- 
gation, was the conclusion that “lack of 
co-operation and/or misunderstanding” 
exists between the purchasing agent, J. T. 
McCreath, and department heads. 

Because a relatively small percentage 
of goods is bought through the purchas- 
ing agency, the city is losing money by not 
taking advantage of discounts on bulk 
buying. 

While the committee has recommend- 
ed that in future all city buying, including 
technical goods, be done through the pur- 
chasing agency, it is doubtful if that rec- 
ommendation alone is going to cure the 
admittedly bad situation. 

When the agency was set up 11 years 
ago, the instructions laid down by city 
councii were certainly specific enough. 
Everything was to be bought through the 
purchasing agent. 


Higher Prices Mean 


The taxicab economics of London, Eng- 
"land, may not be the taxicab economics of 
Edmonton, Alberta, but news from Lon- 
don so closely confirms the warning of The 
Edmonton Bulletin on increased taxicab 
fares in this city that it is worth repeating. 

When the basic fare was raised here re- 
cently, we emphasized the danger that 
taxicab revenues might be decreased rather 
than increased by the change. 

We pointed out that what the taxicab 
companies needed most was not a higher 
charge for present business but a volume 
of new business and that new business is 


Evidence before the committee in its 
hearings conclusively showed that those 
instructions have never been carried out, 

The special committee walked gingerly 
and circumspectly when it came to discuss- 
ing exactly why that was so. ° Apparently 
it did not. want to incriminate any indi- 
vidual city employe, 

But if any one individual is at the root 
of the trouble, it is now obviously up to 
city commissioners to find it out and recti- 
fy the situation, 

All department heads, with one or two 
exceptions, are appointed by commission- 
ers and answer directly to them. 

If any one—or more—shows definite 
indication of being unable to co-operate 
with his fellow administrators, to the ex- 
tent that it costs the city thousands of 

ollars every year in extra charges, then 
commissioners must act. 

The time for action in this case is now 
—not after another 11 years goes by and 
someone again points out that things are 
not being done according to city council's 
instructions, 


Lower Revenues

Well, here is the news from London 
for what it is worth: 

Taxicab fares were recently boosted in 
that city by 33 percent. 

This has resulted in a drop of 12,000 
passengers a day and a disastrous slump 
in tips. One driver said his daily average 
of trips had dropped from 24 to 16 and 
meant a loss of 30 shillings a week. 

The taxicab drivers in London are ask- 
ing that they be permitted to go back to 
the old schedule of fares. 


United Kingdom Trade Office Here 


The appointment of a new British trade 
commissioner to Alberta, with headquar- 
ters in Edmonton, should prove of advan- 
tage to British manufacturers and Cana- 
dian consumers, 

The fact that British industry, with its 
comparatively small advertising appropri- 
ations for use in Canada, has grown re- 
mote, in some instances, from the require- 
ments of this market, would seem to indi- 
cate that every attempt to establish more 
intimate trade connections will be useful. 


There is a tremendous volume of good” 


will in this country towards British pro- 
ducts and British producers. 


But frequently the price of British 
goods is completely out of line with the 
price of competitive lines. 

Frequently the specifications of cer- 
tain merchandise are not useful to Cana- 
dian consumers. 

For instance, one line of drapery ma- 
terial was brought into Canada this spring 
of beautiful pattern and texture, but in a 
width seldom used by Canadian house- 

rives.

Abe Lincoln, was typical of the 
mannered @pproach to a subject 
that cries out for a quiet, sincere 


treatment.

For ex- 
ample, if you make a film on 
B.C. welfare problems that you 
hope will please the people in 
charge you accomplish nothing.

been giving the old squeeze to 
NFB's products, so that they get 
limited urban distribution. Thus 
haven't enough of the loyalty 
that keeps the CBC alive and 
still splendidly honest.
